THE BLACK CAP. 


Three Louistana Negroes Swapng 
from the Scaffold, 


FRANKLIN, La., April 23.—Jackson 
Edwards, Westley Turner and Alex 
Brown, all colored men, have suffered 
the extreme penalty of the law. At 
11:10 a m, the solemn procession, led 
by the priest and sheriff, moved from 
the jail and ascended the scaffold. The 
sheriff then addressed a few words to 
the by-standers, who were very nu- 
merous, requesting them to behave in 
an orderly manner. Then the three 
condemned men knelt with the priest. 
The priest offered up a prayer, to 
which the condemned lietened at:- 
tentively. After this the _ prison- 
ers were eacn given ten minutes’ time 
to address the multitude. Jackson Ed- 
wards spoke first, acknowledging that 
whisky was the cause of his crime, and 
advised his hearers to avoid whisky. 
He expressed his willingness to die, 
his hope of heaven. Brown spoke 
next. He said that he had killed the 
man for his money; that he was aboat 
to die for his crime, and he believed 
(:od would forgive him. Turner spoke 
last. He said that he was as innocent 
as the man that never saw Mr. Erhardt 
or as the child unborn; that Basil Smith 
killed Mr. Erhardt; that, being inno- 
cent, he was willing to die to meet his 
God, where angels would carry him in 
triumph to heaven. Nooses were 
adjusted, the bl ck caps drawn 
over their jas, and at 25 min- 
utes after 11 o’ciock the rope was cut 
and the drop fell. Edwards and Turner 
hung dangling in the air, but Brown’s 
knot became un‘ied and his body fell 
to the ground. The deputy sheriffs 
carried the body back into the jail, ren 
fixed the scaffold, and at fifteen 
minutes to twelve o’clock Brown, as- 
sisted by the sheriff’s deputies, reas- 
cended the scaffold and was swung off 
a second time, After the bodies had 
hung about forty minutes, they were 
taken down and placed in coffins. Ed. 
wards’ body was claimed by his rela- 
tives. - Nobody claimed the bodies of 
Turner and Brown. The throng of 
people in town was immense, but good 
order prevailed throughout. It is feared 
the negroes will !ynch Basil Smith, 
whom Turner accused of killing Er- 
hardt. The negroes believe that Tur- 
ner wag innocent.

GEORGIA BRAILEKOAD., 


Some Remarkable Suggestions and 
Wise Criticisms—O!t Great Interest 
to Every Stock holder. 


Augusta Evening News. 


The followmng is embodied from the 
recent expressions of a gentleman who 
was for many years connected with the 
management of the Georgia railroad, 
but now for a long time retired from all! 
participation in public affairs. His 
views on the present situation are so 
clear and forcible that they cannot fail 
tocommand attentive reading, although 
given privately, and lacking here the 
force and value of origina) expression. 
Speaking first of Judge King’s late 
letter in reply to Mr. Coskery: It seems 
to be taken for granted in Judge King’s 
characteristic letter, that any division 
of sentiment among the stockholders 
as to the judicious character of the 
management is asort of factwus oppo- 
sition. It is not justly to be wondered 
at that dissatisfaction should exist when 
the income of the property, instead of 
going to the stockhodiders of the Geor-~ 
gia railroad, goeg to the bondholders of 
other roads. 

The chief discontent has grown out 
of two or three departures from what 
many of them delieve to be the inter~ 
est of the stockholders. 

This policy was manifested in for- 
mer times in the accumulation ofa 
large surplus fund, which went to the 
winds and nottothe owners. Again, 
in carrying on internecine strife be. 
tween the Georgia and Central rail- 
roads, at @ heavy cost, in which the 
stockholders paid forthe ammuui.ion. 
It found place, also, in the building of 
the Macon road and of the Port Royal 
road, and in the endorsement of the 
“State road lease,” and in various 
otaer complications, 

The very complications, which it is 
said render a change now undesirable, 
were brought about by those whose 
management is criticised. The greatest 
mistake made by the stockholders was 
in not consenting for Judge King to 
resign years ago when he first talked of 
it. If sincere, tt was best to let him go ; 
uf insincere, u was still more important. 
This remark is attributable to Mr. As~ 
bury Hudl, a most excellent judge of 
affairs, who made use of it mvure than 
once, even in his time. 

It may be said that ail these things 
were permitted and ratified by the 


condoned by their acquiescence. 

This supposed acquiescence is more 
estimated than 1eal. The greatest 
abuses have growa out of the practical 
Owerlessness of the stockholders. 
here has been no real control by them 
of their own affairs. The proxy abuse 
is at the bottom of long continued and 
unchecked departures from the true 
intereeta of the company, and the de 
sires of those, the most active and 
thoughtful of the stockholders, who 
informed themselves as to their inter- 
ests. The road is an excellent property, 
connecting important points,lined with 
towns and villages, and well located 
for an excellent through and loca! busi- 
ness. 

Tie outside complications with the 
M. and A. railroad are not at all cal- 
culsted to benefit or develop ita busi- 
ness, and so with the Port Royal road. 
From the terminug at Augusta there 
were already two rai'roads and a river 
to carry off what this one road would 
bring.

THE PROXY SY&TEM. 


To explain what I mean by the proxy 
abuse. The stockholders have no rea! 
control of their own property. There 
isno possibility of a combination to 
protect their own interests, the way the 
thing is managed. Usnally much /ess 
than half the stock is represented in 
person, the rest by proxy. Prcoxiesare 
givento directorsin advance of the 
meeting of stockholders, and the whole 
matter of management is prejudged 
The stockholders shonld atte:.d in per- 
son, and hear the arguments on all dis- 
puted matters of policy. If they do 
not attend they should give their prox- 
ies, not to directors, whose policy is to 
be judged and decided upon, but to 
other stockholders as the judges and 
impartial critics of the management. 

As it is, the convention isa farce, and 
the election is a foregone conclusion, 
wholly independent of the stockhold- 
ers who feel interest enough to attend. 
The endorsement of the administration 
is virtually before, pot after its report. 

This is as though an individual had 
an overseer on a plantation that he 
visited but once a year, and he should 
give his overseer a power of attorney 
to re-appoint himself for the next year, 
just defore the annual visit and inspec- 
tion. 

“T have again and again, at the con. 
ventiop of the stockholders, seen all the 
argument one way and the voting th 
other way.” Perhaps the vote by suui d 
would be according to the argument; 
but then a vote by shares and proxies 
would come. The dgai ears of the ab-~ 
sent stockholders did not hear the argu- 
ments, and the yote by sound would be 
reversed. 

A director really should not accept 
proxies to vote upon his own manage- 
ment. When the convention meets, 
it should meet not merely to ratify, 
but to consider and criticise the ad-~ 
ministration. 

There was, perhaps still ie, » by-law 
or regulation of some kind requiring 
the publication of the annual report 
two weeks in advance of the meeting 
of stockholders, for their study, infor- 
mation and guidance. If not repealed, 
it isa dead letter and not complied 
with atall. It ought tobe re-enacted 
if repealed and strictly complied with. 
Under the present system, the prox- 
ies being so largely held by directors, 
an organized administration, acting to 
gether and understanding one another, 
Can maintain any abuse it chooses. It 
is almost wholly irresponsit-le to the 
real owners, and fights them at theirf 
great disativantage. 

And so, from year to year, the farce 
is re-enacted of a wholly powerless, 
scattered, unorganized Body of stock-~ 
holders, meeting solemnly, and imag 
ining themselves sovereign, when the 
unanimous vote of all the persons 
present would net correct a_ single 
abuse or promote a single reform. The 
convention as constitnied (the major- 
ity of stock voted being in the hands of 
directors by proxies) could ratify the 
grossest fraud, much less mistakes and 
ill-judged policy, even though every 
man present should be convinced and 
vote against it. Hence, remedy is iin 
possible, unless the evils be remedied 
by those who created them. Kesponsi- 
bility does not exist. “Tue convention 
meets not toexamine but to endorse; 
the administration not to be re-elected 
but to re-elect themselves.”’ 

For all this,constituticonal treatment is 
needed. The machinery does not re, 
spond tothe proper helm. The princi- 
pals, the stockholders, have abdicated 
in favor of their agents—the powers 
that be are omnipotent. 

W hy is it that Judge King keeps the 
stockholders amused with the idea of a 
resignation that never comes ? Because 
he can play with them at his pleasure : 
the prorysystem is the bit in their mouths 
—the hovk ip the nose. Who else uns 
derstanuds so well “‘/ow not to do it?” 
The stockholders from time to time 
have made ineffectnal efforts to help 
themselves, not understanding where 
the difficulty lies. The judge mean- 
while toys and coquettes with resigna~ 
tion from year to year, and keeps them 
under constant obligation to him for re- 
taining the office. 


RESIGNATION, 


Abundant evidences of discontent 
appear now and then, which would be 
far greater except for hopelessness of 
results—but already ample for duller 
eyes than his. They only provoke a 
smile as he looks out from the bomb- 
proof of the proxy system, and ses 
their helplessness and biindness. From 
year to year he would resign, if some 
enitable person should appear for the 
succession. Such a person never ap- 
pears. “The judge is semper pnratus - 
neyer nunc paratus, Always ready but 
not now!! Like repndiation in Miesis- 
sippi—they were ready to pay, but not 
now.” 

What better opportunity will ever 
exist than now? A most suitable suc- 
cessor is at hand. Judge King should 
gladly avail himeelf o: the coveted op-~ 
portunity, in his old age and growiny 
infirmities, to turn over the office, and, 
so far as he has knowledge of conipli- 
cations, aid his successor to nnderstand 
them. 

The true inwardness of the reluc- 
tance ‘o resign is, that things do rot 
seem ripe for that particular tran: fer of 
the succession that he has planned. 
He will hold for life, and keep the 
thing in training for another state road 
lessee as a successor | 

That artful and deep laid scheme cf 
the state road lease is at the bottum of 
the business. An interest in it wil! be 
an excellent property for years to come. 
A THROUGH LINE.

The head centre of the huge affair 
would be the directors of the lease, and 
in all questions of tariffs, schedules and 
divisions of profits we would be no- 
where. Our represe.tatives would 
haye but an official interest on our 
side, and an opposed direct and per-
